REGISTERING ALIENS 


Aliens probably will be asked fifteen questions 


when thej7 go to the Post Offices to register and be 
fingerprinted between August 27 and December 27. 


An official at Washington, familiar with the huge 


task of signing up 3,600,000 non-citizens, says that 
plans virtually have been completed, but that the 
nature of the questions would not be disclosed for 
several days. 


It is reported, however, that there would be two 


or three "searching" queries intended to bring out 
each alien's fundamental attitude toward the United 
States. 


Six of the proposed questions will not be applic- 


able to aliens under 14. This group, to be represented 
by parents or legal guardians, will not be finger- 
printed but must be registered. 


Solicitor General Francis Biddle, assigned the job 


of coordinating the immigration and naturalization 
service with other Justice Department units, called 
key immigration and Post Office officials to Wash- 
ington this week to discuss final details. 


Officials say that as the program now stands, 


fingerprinting will be done in first and second class 
post offices and in post offices in county seats, a total 
of about 8,000 registration places being listed.

ton these sweltering days is wha: 
effect the Hatch bill, signed the 
other day by President Koose- 
velt, is going to have on the po- 
litical campaigns this fall. 


The answer is almost invaria- 


bly that its effect will be tremen- 
dous. For example, the Democrats 
will be able to spend on their na- 
tional campaign only a little more 
than a half as much as they did 
four years ago. And the $3,000,- 
000 campaign expenditure limit 
will hold the Eepublicans to one- j 
third of what they spent trying to 
elect Alf M. Landon. 


That means fe\ver speeches 


by bigwigs traveling on party 
expense accounts. It means few- 
er campaign whing dings. It 
means much less campaign lit- 
erature. It means the national 
party committees will be able 
to dole out much less for organ- 
ization of the hinterlands. 


The new Hatch bill will also 


take about 250,000 field workers 
who are paid partly by federal 
funds out of political activity.

BUT in spite of this it's going to 


be far from a dead campaign. 


That's what Washington is saying 
anyway. Wendell L. Willkie and 
his campaign generals, it is be- 
lieved, will set down in every 
whistle stop in the country to 
take their case to the people per- 
sonally. And even if President 
Roosevelt isn't able to leave his 
desk, his campaign corps will 
have to fight fire with fire. 


The result then will be that the 


Hatch act will take a lot of the 
spending out of the fight, but it 
won't eliminate any of the light- 
ning and thunder.

Even 
the most pro-administration ob- 
servers admit that the Republi- 
cans have a toe-hold. They'll be 
fighting tooth and nail to turn 
that into a victory.

Aliens p robablv v ill be asked fifteen questions 
v>hen t]io>- ko to the i'ost Oil’ices to register and be 
fingerp rinted between Augu.st ii7 and December 27. 
An oificial at WasliitiKton, I'ainiliar with the huge 
task of signing up n.(>no,(iOO non-citizens, says that 
p lans vii’tnally ha\e been conijiloted, but that the 
nature of the quostici,,' vou hi not be di.sclosed for 
several days. 
It is rep orted, hovvrx o» *, that there would be two 
or three “searching’' <iueri('s intended to bring out 
each alien’s fundairietilal attiludi' toward the United 
States. 
Six of the p rop o.'cd questions will not be ap p lic­ 
able to aliens under 11. This group , to be rep resented 
by p arent? or legal guardians, will not be finger­ 
p rinted but must be registered. 
Solicitor General Francis Biddle, assigned the job 


of coordinating the immigration and naturalization 
service with other Justice Dep ai’tment units, called 
key immigration and Post Office oiTirials lo Wash­ 
ington this week to discuss final details. 
Officials say that as tlie p rogram now stands, 
■fingerp rinting will be done in first and second class 
p ost offices and in p ost offices in county seats, a total 
of about 8,000 registration p laces being listed.

The situation became so serious 
that the AAA sent 15 inve.stiga- 
tors to border p oints to get the 
low’down. Now they are roaring 
that there isn't a word of truth in 
it. The fact that Canada is at war 
has made some difference, they 
admit, but not enough to justify 
the nose-dive that C a n a d i a n 
travel has taken this summer.
